Hiss admitted the connection by 
identifying Chambers as a man 
he knew in 1934-35 as “George 
Crosley,” a free lance writer. 

However, the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee said to- 
day it had been unable to find 
any trace of a free lance writer 
who may have operated in Wash- 
ington under the name of George 
Crosley. 

Hiss had made the admission 
about knowing Crosley, in New 
York yesterday before cOmmittee 
members and again later at a 
press conference which Hiss called. 

Previously, Chambers had tes- 
tified under oath that Hiss was a 
member of the pre-war Commu- 
nist underground Chambers in- 
sisted had operated in Washing- 
ton. Hiss, also under oath, de- 
nied it. He denied, too, knowing 
anyone by the name of Whittaker 
Chambers. He said he could not 
identify Chambers by a picture.

“They explained to him that be- 
fore going on the hunt they 
wished to make a tour of frontier 
security.” 

The communique said the fron- 
tier guard saw three persons 
hurrying toward the frontier. One 
of the fugitives fired at the guard 
to prevent him from informing 
his commander, the communique 
said. 

“In self-defense the guard used 
his arms and killed on the spot 
two of the party, while the other 
two ran toward the frontier,” the 
communique said. 

There was nothing in the an- 
nouncement to explain the of- 
ficers’ alleged flight. 

In Prague, the Communist paper 
Rude Pravo published an oven let- 
ter denouncing Tito and other 
Yugoslav Communists. It was said 
to have been signed by 11 members 
of the Yugoslav Embassy, but this

Description of Payoff. 

A second man, formerly a close 
associate of the Sheltons, gave 
the Post-Dispatch a detailed ac- 
‘count of the slot machine opera- 
|tion, and the methods used in 
paying off officials over a four- 
year period. 

“At that time We were oper- 
ating out of Harry Tyrrell’s ‘Smoke 
Shop,’ on Harrison street, next 
door to Tyrrell’s home appliance 
| Store,” he said. “Slot machines 
were plentiful and profits were 
‘large. (Tyrrell has been identi- 
fied as Harry J. Tyrrell, Peoria 
business man active in civic af- 
fairs, who was Carl Shelton’s 
silent partner in the slot machine 
business for about 12 years.) 

“Each month the slot machine 
Operators and gamblers would ap- 
pear at Carl’s home, 1308 Knox- 
ville avenue, with their share of 
the payoff,” he continued. “They 
began coming in several days be- 
fore the fifteenth of the month. 
Those who failed to appear re- 
ceived a visit from Carl, who 
usually got the money, although 
he occasionally advanced money 
for some of those in his group. 

“About. the same time each 
month the collectors would tele- 
phone Carl, who would arrange 
the hours at which they were to 
call for the payoff. The. collec- 
tors were there so regularly they 
became known to the people in 
Carl’s household, and there was 
no secret about who they were or 
why they were there. 

One Did Own Collecting. 

“Hymie Lipkin, a slot machine 
operator, was the collector for one 
law enforcement official. A coun- 
ty official collected for himself 
‘and for another official. There 
‘were also collectors for some 
Peoria aldermen, who were busy 
lining their pockets, for county 
highway commissioners and for 
city officials. The smallest in- 
dividual payoff was $200 a month. 
Carl handled all this for years, 
and kept things in shape. 

“Tyrrell kept records on what 
went on. It worked fine until the 
change in the city administration 
in 1945, when slot mathines and 
gambling closed down and had 
to operate in the city on a 
‘sneak’ basis.” 

Slot machines continued to flour- 
ish in Peoria county until last 
year when official action, in ad- 
vance of local primary elections, 
forced operators into “sneak” op- 
eration in the county, 

“Following the change, opera- 
tors. received word from official 
sources when it was safe to 
place machines in backrooms 
and other out-of-the-way spots,” 
the informant continued. “Oper- 
ators were tipped off when raids 
were to be made in time to get 
most of the machines out of the 
way. Occasionally a machine 
was picked up. When it was re- 
turned to the owner someone 
had always hit the jackpot— 
there was never a nickel in the 
machine.” 

Official Keeps Machines. 

On one occasion, the informant 
related, he and a companion visit- 
ed the home of a county official on 
the outskirts of Peoria and saw 
30 to 40 seized slot machines in the 
official’s garage. 

“Apparently he intended to be- 
come a big slot machine operator 
himself,” the informant observed. 

The second informant said 
officials “demanded more and 
more money from the slot machine 
operators, until it became un- 
profitable to operate.” 

The informant, who said he 
would tell his story to the county 
grand jury if called on, said Lipkin 
was a heavy contributor to the 
campaign of a county official in 
1944, and subsequently did not pay 
his share of the slot machine “tax” 
paid into the city treasury of 
Peoria. 

“Hymie explained he was tak-

Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall said today the American, 
British, French and Austrian rep- 
resentatives at the Danube con- 
ference will refuse to sign the 
Soviet-engineered river pact. 

Ambassador Cavendish Cannon, 
American delegate to the confer- 
ence in Belgrade, has been_ in- 
structed not to sign the treaty 
draft as it now stands, Marshall 
told a press conference. He was 
informed the representatives of 
the other three powers also would 
not sign. The treaty as shaped 
by Russia and its satellites would 
give the Soviet Union virtual con- 
trol of the European waterway. 

Marshall also said the United 
States has agreed to send 125 en- 
listed men to Palestine to serve 
as truce observers, but has turned 
down another request for a larger 
‘group of armed troops. The re- 
quest was made by the United 
Nations mediator, Count Folke 
Bernadotte. Marshall said the 
United States is acting speedily on 
another Bernadotte request for 
food and DDT supplies to alleviate 
suffering of some 337,000 Arab and 
Jewish refugees from the Holy 
Land fighting.

Magazine and the Sunday comic 
and adventure sections. The Sun- 
day Pictures and comic and ad- 
venture sections are printed on 
special rotogravure presses (the 
intaglio process as opposed to the 
letter-press) earlier in the week 
in advance of the news and adver- 
tising sections, which come off the 
regular presses.

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Concluding defense testimony 
was offered today by former State 
Senator Joseph A. Falzone in the 
disbarment proceedings brought 
TT him by the Bar Commit- 
ee. 

The Clayton attorney said he 
had assisted St. Louis county tav- 
ern owners in their efforts to 
obtain legislation permitting sale 
of liquor by the drink in unincor- | 
porated areas, but asserted he got 


Falzone was cross-examined by 
M. P. Phillips, representing the 
Bar Committee, about a meeting 
of tavern owners held in April 
1941 at John A. Munzert’s tavern, 
Gravois and Laclede Station roads. 

“I was invited as a former leg- 
islator to attend,” Falzone testi- 
fied. “They asked me what I 
thought were the chances of get- 
ting a bill passed.” 

“Did you get as far as agree- 
ing on a fee?” he was asked. 

“Definitely not,” was the reply. 
“I was thinking of running for 
the State Senate soon. I suggested 
they see Tony Buford, who rep- 
resented the brewing interests; 
and see if he’d assist them. I 
helped the tavern owners write a 
bill, and made a coupel of trips to 
Jefferson City, butznever got any 
compensation.” 

Phillips asked Falzone about re- 
ports that he got a $9000 fee. 
“That is absolutely not tru;e” Fal- 
zone insisted. “My opponents cir- 
culated such a story.” 

Falzone said he later heard the 
county tavern owners weer organ-- 
izing and soliciting funds, and 
old County Prosecuting Attorney 
Stanley Wallach “the legislators 
didn’t like that,” suggesting the 
organization be disbanded and the 
money be returned. This was 
done, he added. 

Yesterday afternoon’s 
was devoted chiefly to the exami- 
nation of Falzone on transcripts 
of his testimony given before a 
State Senate investigating com- 
mittee and the Bar Administration 
Committee. 

Falzone resigned from the Sen- 
ate in 1945 while the legislative 
body was conducting his trial on 
a charge that he solicited a $1500 
bribe to work for passage of a 
bill to regulate the cosmetology 
and hairdressing industry. 

The disbarment proceedings are 
hased on the same charge, plus 
the allegation that Falzone had 
sought legal business from _ S&t. 
Louis county tavern owners. Fal- 
zone has denied both charges.

HEN military intelligence was incorporated into intelligence 
headquarters, telegrams passed through my hands dealing with 
the service as well as civilian aspect of life in the U.S.S.R. The 
astonishing ingenuity of its spy organization often awed me.

Soviets always had one advantage over similar organizations in coun- 


tries such as the United States. 
Murder is a legitimate weapon. 


I saw one telegram that con- 
tained detailed instructions to the 
leader of a partisan group in the 
German - occupied territory of 
White Russia. 

These instructions dealt with 
lengthy organizational measures 
concerning a doctor, apparent- 
ly a Russian, who had estab- 
lished himself as a collaborator 
with the Germans but, in real- 
ity, was serving as a Soviet 
agent. The doctor had been 
placed in a large barracks, hous- 
ing some 1000 German soldiers, 
with the status of medical in- 
spector. 

Intelligence headquarters now 
outlined in a businesslike, con- 
cise way how he was to poison 
as many troops as he could by 
putting strychnine in their din- 
ner. 

Shortly afterwards, a brief 
telegram was sent to the same 
partisan leader congratulating 
him on “success of strychnine 
operation” and aiding the doc- 
tor’s escape, 

The episode made me realize 
that, in another war, the enemies 
of Russia will have to be pre- 
pared for the “epidemic” weapon 
as well as the atomic bomb. If 
the spreading of cholera in the 
Near East would affect England 
badly, whether Russia was at war 
or at peace with England, I have 
no hesitation in saying full use 
of the germs would be made.

HE entire main section of in- 

telligence headquarters 

swarmed with all kinds of for- 
eign specialists—Frenchmen, Eng- 
lishmen, Americans, Germans, Bul- 
garians, Turks, Persians, Chinese, 
Japanese and others. Most of them 
had become Soviet citizens long 
ago. They apparently worked very 
zealously. Mostly they were em- 
Pployes of the Comintern—Commu- 
nists from the countries of their 
birth. 

I was astounded that foreign - 
born people could be trusted so 
freely but was told they had 
been tested and judged by re- 
sults. The foreign-born workers 
Were under strictest observation, 
but so were we all. Their dili- 
fence never ceased to be a 
source of wonder. 

were sincere Commu- 
nists in their own countries, and 
there is a very little in the way 

of a bridge between being a 
sincere German, English, Amer- 

ican or Greek Communist and 

becoming a Soviet citizen. With 

Communists the world over, 
there is no basic loyalty except 
to Soviet Russia. To believe 
otherwise is to be a dupe. 

I was particularly interested in 
this activity, wherein military and 
naval intelligence, the NKVD and 
Ministry of External Affairs were 
sending “students” to universities 
such as Columbia in New York. 

One day I was handed a mes- 
sage for ciphering that revealed 
more precisely just what was be- 
hind the “exchange.” The mes- 
Sage instructed a_ supervising 
agent in New York to impress on 
Soviet students studying there 
that they were to appear as “noth- 
ing more than simple, harmless 
students” and never, under any 
circumstances, to admit any asso- 
ciation with intelligence. 

“It must be impressed on them 
repeatedly,” the order said in 
part, “that their primary purpose 
as students is to acquire an in- 
timate knowledge of the language 


and, as far as possible, of the peo- 


ple and their customs. This will 
qualify them for subsequent use 
as intelligence workers.”

OME foreign students had 
been accepted for study in the 
Soviet Union before the war, 
but they had been first investi- 
gated by Soviet agents in the 
country of their application. They 
had to be established Communists 
or sympathizers. They were con- 
stantly “guided” while in Russia, 
so that they saw only what would 
help make them even more eager 
agitators on their return home.

HE “dissolution” of the Comin- 
tern, as announced by Moscow 
in 1943, was hailed by the 
Allied world as a profoundly sig- 
nificant move in the direction of 
better understanding between the 
Soviet and democratic worlds, It 
was in reality, one of the shrewd- 
est pieces of intetnational hood- 
winking in historical record. 
President Roosevelt had flatly 
denounced Comintern as-being an 
“impossible barrier” to mutual 
trust and co-operation. So the 
Comintern was “dissolved,” and 
the misguided democratic world 
rejoiced. 

The Comintern was never dis- 
solved. Its leaders were kept 
for wider Soviet plans. They 
became-the viceroys of the new 
Soviet empire.

Brandon’s article, based on con- 
versations with Klinger, explains 
Masaryk’s leap to death from a 
third-story window last March 10, 
in these words:

In the early years after the war, 
this flight west from the Soviet 
zones of occupation was almost a 
flood. About a year ago, the 
Soviet authorities began to take 
stern Measures to dam the flow. 
Soviet occupation troops were 
confined to well-guarded barracks. 
Families were returned to the 
Soviet Union as potential hos- 
tages. By .such measures, the 
flood has been reduced to a 
trickle. 

Yet it is deeply significant that 
so great a number should risk 
their lives to escape the iron grip 
of the Soviet system. Moreover, 
this mass migration -from the 
Soviet zones merely served to 
swell, by a small percentage, the 
ranks of those Soviet citizens who 
have, by hook or crook, managed 
to avoid returning to the Soviet 
Union since the war.

When the war ended, Soviet 
nationals in Germany, Austria and 
elsewhere in Europe numbered in 
the millions. Many were soldiers 
in the WNazi-sponsored Vlasov 
Army, which engaged the Red 
Army in some of the bloodiest 
and most terrible battles of the 
war. More were collected by the 
Rosenberg organization which the 
Nazis operated during the war in 
Kiev, Smolensk and Minsk. Some 
came to Germany voluntarily, 
more were kidnaped by the Nazis 
as slave labor or because they 
had certain useful special skills. 


As a result of the Yalta agree- 
ment, many of these people were 
herded into railway cars and sent 
east. Most of these are now either 
dead, or in the slave labor camps 
in Central Asia or Siberia or in 
the dread Kolyma gold mines. 

The repatriation policy was 
stopped by the Western authori- 
ties in mid-1946, largely because 
it resulted in too many mass sui- 
cides, but even before that, thou- 
sands of Soviet citizens had man- 
aged to escape repatriation. 


As the war ended, a mass forg- 
ing of papers by Soviet nationals 
took place.

HINA, its constitutional de- 
mocracy still shiny with new- 
ness, seems to be on the verge 


of returning to a dictatorship. 


The newspaper of the minority 
Young China party said today in 
a joint dispatch from Nanking and 
Kuling, the summer capital, that 
President Chiang Kai-shek will 
resume absolute power. He will 
rule China by decree under special 
authority granted him for use in 
event of national emergency, the 
dispatch said. 


In Nanking, China’s Executive 
Yuan announced an absolute bar 
on student demonstrations—deny- 
ing even the right of petition; 
and on strikes or other labor ac- 
tions that would hinder produc- 
tion. The order also permits 
search of private homes without 
warrants if there is evidence of 
“subversive activity.” 


The Young China party news- 
paper quoted Nanking sources as 
saying the civil war with Commu- 
nists and the economic situation 
were too critical to be met “by 
China’s present synthetic democ- 
racy.” 

Generalissimo Chiang was re- 
ported returning from Kuling to 
Nanking immediately, and ready 
to put through an emergency or- 
der to assume supreme power, 
probably within two days. 


(Asked to comment on the re 
port that Chiang was returning to 
Nanking to issue such an order, 
Government Spokesman Holling- 
ton Tong said: “That report is un- 
true. The President may return 
to Nanking soon, but it will be to 
handle national affairs which re- 
quire his attention.”) 


United States Ambassador J. 
Leighton Stuart has been notified 
of the plan and informed of the 
situation causing its adoption, the 
paper added. 


It said the present “dire” war 
and economic situation were ag- 
gravated by partisan quarrels 
within the Kuomintang (govern- 
ing party) which have “under- 
mined” and “virtually paralyzed” 
China’s legislative body. 


Meanwhile, a dispatch from 
Hong Kong said Chinese Gen. 
Feng Yu-hsiang, who opposes Chi- 
ang, is in Europe en route to north 
China for conferences with the 
Communists on a rebel govern- 
ment for China, Feng was sent to 
the Unitted States on a Govern- 
ment mission and ignored Chiang’s

Value of the Spy Hearings 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I thought you editorial on “The Spy 
Hearings” was a very fine exposition of 
certain principles at stake in the ad- 
ministration of justice and in crime de- 
tection. Yet I can’t, somehow, make 
your conclusions square with my own’ 
judgment of the hearings’ validity. 

For instance, I was alarmed to learn 
from the testimony given at the hear- 
ings that so many highly-placed govern- 
ment figures are suspected of traffick- 
ing with the Commies. 


When the finger of suspicion can be 
pointed at such men as Currie and Hiss, 
even without concrete proof, I figure 
the national security is deeply involved 
and I want to know about it, grand jury 
or no grand jury. I want to know be- 
cause I, as a citizen, may want to vote 
against their continuing in public serv- 
ice—just to play it safe, let us say. 


Again, I know from experience that 
grand juries are not infallible. They 
often rule wrongly on things simply be- 
cause facts were presented to them in 
only one way, and facts can be easily 
twisted where political issues are con- 
cerned. 


The New York grand jury may not 
have been given the evidence to study 
which the congressional committee un- 
earthed. For example, did it hear Mr. 
Chambers’ testimony regarding Mr. Hiss 
and if it did, does it then know which of 
the two is lying? . 

I feel that if the New York grand 
jury did hear the evidence which came 
to: light in the committee hearings it 
certainly should have returned at least 
a few indictments. 


As Time magazine stated, congression- 
al hearings can shed light on some mat- 
ters which a grand jury cannot touch. 
These include questionable conduct by 
Government officials which, though not 
actually criminal, is nevertheless inimi- 
cal to the country’s interests. 


Therefore, congressional hearings are 
“useful,” as you agree in the editorial 
—and I will go a step further and say 
that they are also “necessary,” even if 
it means going over ground a grand 
jury has traversed, when the nation’s 
safety is at stake.

Importance of War Scrap

Scrap iron and steel are so scarce in 
this country that they command the 
highest prices in history, very much 
higher than  pig-iron. Many items 
scrapped are bringing prices higher than 
the product did when it was new. 

The scrap iron and steel in Europe, 
if returned in quantity, could enable 
“foundries and mills here to operate at 
full and efficient capacity. At the same 
time it would tend to lower the present 
price of scrap, thus helping reduce the 
costs and prices of machines, steel, au- 
tomobiles, and all appliances made of 
“metal, such as sheet steel and castings. 
“Scrap iron and scrap steel are more es- 


Lobby for 30 Billions 


There’s little wonder the oil companies are 
fighting so hard to induce Congress to turn over 
offshore oil to the states. The stakes in this 
game of private oil concerns versus the national 
interest are between $12,000,000,000 and $30,- 


» 000,000,000 in the coastal waters off Texas and 


Louisiana alone, according to Fortune magazine, 
which surveys this rich, submerged oil field in 
an article paid entitled “The Big Gulf 
Gamble.” 

This vast new field is not in the “tidelands,” 
the designation by which it has become popu- 
larly known, but on the continental shelf such as 
surrounds every continent, varying in depth 
down to 600 feet, and at the farthest edge plung- 
ing into the grand canyons of the sea. Off the 
coasts of the United States the continental shelf 
extends in places as far as 140 miles. 

In the Gulf of Mexico the continental shelf is 
underlain by a huge buried bed of salt such as 
oil is found in. Radar and radio have explored 
the gulf floor and found 33 salt domes off Texas 
and 83 off Louisiana, Fortune says. All are 
within 30 land miles of the coast, the area in 
which the water at many places is not more than 
65 feet deep—maximum working depth — 
the oil drillers will now attempt. 

Estimates that there may be 4 to 1014 billion 
barrels of oil in the Gulf shed—and inflation 
prices of nearly $3 a barrel for oil—have led 
more than 30 oil companies to venture $26,000,- 
000 so far in leasing nearly 212 million acres of 


land under the Gulf and $25,000,000 more in 


drilling. Fortune says it is the first time estab- 
lished oil companies, rather than lone wildcat- 
ters, have attempted to bring in a major field, 
and “appears to be the biggest gamble any 
United States industry ever made.” 

- *. . 

As their share, Texas and Louisiana have re- 
ceived $7,000,000 and $18,000,000 respectively— 
chicken feed beside the pot of black gold which 
the oil companies are digging for, but enough to 
enlist the aid of some of their top officials in 
trying to pry this national domain away from 
the Federal Government and vest it in the states. 


When, therefore, the oil lobby speaks of state’s 
rights in connection with the tidelands—or more 
properly offshore—oil, whether it speaks di- 
rectly or through one or another of the fronts 
which are leading the raid at Washington, it 
isn’t so much interested.in state’s rights as it is 
in $30,000,000,000. 

The stakes are too lush for the oil companies 
to be expected to forego a killing simply because 
the United States may need this oil one day to 
defend its life from an enemy. As far as the 
nation is concerned, the stakes are national sur- 
vival, and they are too high for the oil com- 
panies to be permitted to drain offshore oil 
today without thought of the country’s security 
tomorrow. 

Fortune makes much of the idea that if the 
oil companies didn’t develop this field the Fed- 
eral Government couldn’t do it, because it would 
cost too much and involve too many risks. There 
appears no good and sufficient reason, however, 
why private enterprise and Government cannot 
work at this business as.allies rather than as 
foes. Fortune itself, as little friendly as its 
presentation is to the Government’s side of the 
case, suggests a basis for such a merger of in- 
terests. “The Government ... might adopt the 
policy of encouraging private development of the 
fields and ... once a field’s reserve was deter- 
mined... could close it with the stipulation that 
the Government would buy, at prevailing prices, 
whatever oil was produced when the wells were 
reopened.”

There is the nut of the controversy. It isn’t 
a question of whether the oil deposits are to be 
discbvered—that can be done under federal as 
easily as under state control. The question is: 
Who is going to have the strength of character 
to reserve enough of this reservoir to serve the 
needs of national defense? The oil companies 
aren’t going to. The states involved have shown 
by their eagerness to do the oil companies’ bid- 
ding that they aren’t going to. So it is up to 
the Federal Government. That is why the final 
say-so must continue to reside in the Federal 
Government, as the Supreme Court has said it 
does in the case of California. That is why the 
Federal Government must not quitclaim its 
coastal oil, as the oil companies are trying to 
persuade Congress to do. 
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How to Be Run Over by a Train 

For the benefit of anyone who is thinking of 
being run over by a railroad train, the case of 
Harry Furey, a railroad repairman, suggests 
some helpful hints. A Diesel engine and 111 
freight cars passed over him, and he escaped 
with only a scratch. 

The news account said cryptically that “rail- 
roaders said only the fact that he was lying just 
off the center of the rails saved him.” The sig- 
nificance of this fact, we have learned from some 
less taciturn railroaders here in St. Louis, is 
that the roadbed between the rails is built up to 
a slight crest in the center of the tracks. Clear- 
ance is therefore the least at the center and the 
most toward the sides.

This tax cannot be revamped without further 
action by the Legislature but that action should 
be sought. 
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Peoria County’s Opportunity 

The grand jury of Peoria County, which has 
been called for special session Friday, now has 
an opportunity to do what it did not do before 
it adjourned. It can go clear to the bottom of 
the relations between gyndicated gambling and 
other forms of “protected” law breaking and 
both local and state officials. 

State’s Attorney Hull, who put himself into 
the Shelton shakedown charges, says that the 
disclosures have not come through “ordinary 
channels designed for criminal prosecution, but 
through newspaper stories largely lacking in fac- 
tual data and totally devoid of legal proof.” 

Mr. Hull is entirely right on one point: these 
charges have not come through the established 
channels for criminal prosecution in Peoria coun- 
ty. They have not come through the machinery 
for criminal investigation, indictments and prose- 
cution. 

One of the things which the grand jury should 
find out is why the charges have not come 
through these constituted channels. Why was 
it left for the press to do what a legally estab- 
lished prosecution system is designed to do? 

Since Mr. Hull obviously can no longer advise 
a-grand jury which must now investigate his own 


conduct, he asks for a special prosecutor. Cir- 


cuit Judge Henry J. Ingram will rise to his 
opportunity by appointing a prosecutor in whom 
the people of Peoria County can have fullest 
confidence. 
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Of Flags and Knee Breeches 


Unlike the athletes of all other countries, 
Americans in the Olympics did not dip their flag 


to the King. American correspondents thought 


that the British spectators thereafter seemed 
cool, leading the Manchester Guardian Weekly 
to explain to its English readers that no offense 
was intended. 


It is (the Guardian said) an inflexible 
usage, amounting almost to a superstition, 
that the Stars and Stripes must never be 
dipped; to do so would be considered an in- 
sult to the flag, as improper as for a man to 
keep his hat on in church. Perhaps for lack 
of a royal family, “Old Glory” plays a far 
greater part in the national traditions of the 
United States than flags usually do. 


This calls to mind the American Ambassador 


- Charles G. Dawes who refused to wear the ap- 


pointed knee breeches to British state functions. 
Most of us may have thought that custom was 
silly, but the Britons have as good cause to think 
that idolizing a flag is wrong. 

The point to both episodes is that nations, like 
individuals, have their quirks. So long as they 
are dedicated to similar ideals, these idiosyn- 
crasies should be regarded with the same respect 
that a man shows for the crotchets of his friends. 
To that end, the Guardian concluded with a per- 
fect comment. “Any notion,” it said, that the un- 
dipped flag “‘was part of a sinister plot to em- 
phasize the dominance of capitalist America over 
Britain may be léft to the Moscow radio.” 
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Hint to the School Board 

Within the fiext six months or so, the Board 
of Education plans again to appeal to the voters 
for a boost in the school tax rate. The school 
custodians have just been assured that part of 
any such increase will be set aside to raise their 
wages. And Dr. Herbert O. Winterer, board 
member, also calls attention to the fact that the 
new teachers’ pay schedule automatically will 
call for more money next year. 

In making its preparations fer this call for 
more money, the ,board should be guided by its 
experience with a similar appeal which was re- 
jected in March of last year. The basic reason

the board was confused about its needs. It an- 
nounced it was facing a deficit when the in- 
crease in assessments actually assured it of a 
surplus. A study by the Governmental Research 
Institute showed that the board’s bookkeepers 
had been, to say the least, careless in the prep- 
aration of their figures. 

There should be no such mish-mash this year. 
Considering the high cost of living—and just 
about everything else—the people of St. Louis 
will not be eager to increase their taxes unneces- 
sarily. But they will realize that school costs, 
too, have gone up. They will realize also that a 
growing community must expand its educational 
facilities. Therefore, they will be favorably dis- 
posed toward a carefully figured, closely argued 
request. But the board may be sure that, be- 
cause of its 1947 mistake, its 1948 appeal will be 
most closely scrutinized. 
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The one-armed bandit may just be a machine 
for relieving some folks of their cash, but it 
has more influence with some Illinois politicians 
than their constituents. 
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Silver Lining on Margarine 

Nearly every cloud has its silver lining, and 
the failure of the Eightieth Congress to repeal 
the penalty taxes on margarine may prove to 
have been no exception. When repeal of the 
taxes seemed assured last spring, speculators ran 
the price of cottonseed oil up from 25 cents to 
40 cents a pound, and other vegetable Oils rose 
in proportion. What would have been gained by 
repeal of the discriminatory taxes would have 
been more than canceled out by the rise in the 
price of the product. 

If the next Congress repeals the taxes, there 
probably will be a different story. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture estimates that the cotton- 
seed oil yield this year will be 15 per cent 


greater than it was last. The redord corn crop 


will afford another big source of oil, and soy- 
bean and peanut harvests will be about the samie 
as last year’s. 

The Congress which meets in January can 
repeal the margarine taxes with the assurance 
that the benefit will accrue to the consumer, 
rather than to speculators. The afgument for 


repeal has been strengthened meanwhile by

Whether volume of patent applications is 
@ measure of technological advancement is 
a moot question. However, anyone who 
has as much stake in technological advance- 
ment as the capital goods manufacturer 
may have reason to be concerned about 
the downward trend. 


The all-time high was reached in 1929, 
with 94,738, including designs and reissues. 
During the depression there was a decline 
of almost 40 per cent. Not until 1946 did 
patent applications approach the 1929 fig- 
ure, and then, strangely, they began to 
decline again. 


Patent applications in the past have risen 
and fallen roughly with business activity, 
except that there is always a sharp decline 
during war years, probably because would- 
be inventors are otherwise occupied. Had 
the historic pattern been followed, the 192) 
peak would have been surpassed before the 
war and the postwar volume would be sub- 
stantially higher than any previous peak. 
Such is not the case, by far. 


There is further food for thought in a 
similar leveling off or decline in patent ap- 
plications in Great Britain at about 1910. 
This paralleled the technological decline in 
Great Britain. There were more than 30,- 
000 applications for British patents in 1910, 
and only about 20,000 ‘per year throughout 
the 1930s. The figures seem to indicate 
that a condition which set in in Great 
Britain about 1910 may have begun in the 
United States in 1930. 


Examiners Are More Strict ’ 


Many reasons have been advanced to ex- 
plain the decline in the United States, 
among them the following: 


1..The standard of invention has risen. 
Patent Office examiners today are more 
strict than they were a generation ago. A 
rebuttal to this is that the comparison is of 
applications, not of grants. After about 
1915 there was a great widening of the 
spread between applications and grants—a 
larger proportion of applications was re- 
jected—but this did not seem to discourage 
applicants. 


2. There is also widespread feeling that 
patent protection of inventions has suffered 
seriously from adverse court decisions in 
recent years. Only rarely is a patent held 
to be valid if its validity is an issue in 
either a district court or the United States 


~Supreme Court. 


3. Fewer foreigners apply for patents in 
the United States today than when coun- 


THOUSANDS 


tries like Germany, England, France and 
Italy had relatively free capitalistic econ- 
omies. However, in the 1930s applications 
by foreigners accounted for only about 12 
per cent of the total volume. Even if that 
were an important factor it would merely 
indicate that foreigners are an important 
source of inventions for America, and as 
that source is cut off the flow of tech- 
nological information through the United 
States Patent Office to American: indus- 
try is reduced. If we get less from abroad 
we need even more from Americans, 


#4. Concentration of manufacturing in big 
companies, some say, tends to make pat- 
ents less important. This contention is 
bolstered by testimony before congressional 
committees where it has been shown re- 
peatedly that patents are far more impor- 
tant to small companies than large. A pat- 
ent is one of the few instruments of com- 
petition for a small manufacturer, whereas 
a large company has many. 


Harder to Start Business 


5. Slow response from the Patent Office 
on applications may tend-to discourage 
dealings with it. Today more than 200,000 
applications are awaiting action, more ap- 
plications than are received in two years. 


6. Some cite the innumerable difficulties 
of*starting a new business as an important 
reason why there are not more patent ap- 
plications. A generation ago a business- 
minded mechanic or engineer with an idea 
could start a business based on his patent, 
and that has been the origin of thou- 
sands of American companies. Today such 
a man looks at taxes, government regula- 
tions, union labor problems and similar 
hazards, including the complexity of mod- 
ern technology, and decides to remain an 
employe. 


Increase Would Be Reassuring 


While some of these factors may dis- 
count volume of patent applications as a 
measure of technological ad®*ancement, 
most of them tend to confirm it and ex- 
plain why patented technology is not in- 
creasing as rapidly as formerly. Whether 
this indisputable decline in patent applica- 
tions is & straw in the wind portending 
technological stagnation such as has over- 
taken Great Britain remains to be seen. 


The country would have greater cause 
for optimism if there were a resurgence of 
inventive ingenuity which would be reflect- 
ed in a sharp upward trend in patent appli- 
cations,

Between Book Ends 
The Riches of the Poor 


TOMORROW WILL BE vit by Betty Smith. (Harper 
and Bros. 274 pgs. $3.00 


This new novel by Batty Smith is less a 
sequel to “A Tree Grows in Brooklyn” than 
a companion piece. The characters have 
different names but they are the same 
people, living in the same area and facing 
the same grinding necessities. Like her 
prototype in the previous novel Margy 
Shannon hopes and believes that she will 
escape, somehow, from the rat-run of pov- 
erty and toil to which she seems destined 
by her circumstances. “Tomorrow Will Be 
Better” is the pathetic device that she, and 
her kind, have written on the banners that 
they carry into the battle of life. They don’t 
hope for the heavens to open and let fall a 
rain of jewels. All they really want is a 
little more romance, a little more money, a 
little more leisure, a few more ribbons here 
and there and a little more education for 
their young. 

Whether Margy Shannon can give that 
extra tug to @er bootstraps that will lift 
her an inch or two above the general 
squalor of Williamsburg is not disclosed, 
We leave Margy at a turning point. Her 
marriage is a failure and she is about to 
write her old boss and ask for her job back, 
But the odds, one infers, are against her. 

As the author is seemingly not interested 
in such a mechanical contrivance as a plot 
“Tomorrow Will Be Better” is just the 
simple annals of the urban poor as repre- 
sented by four or five examples. Moreover, 
the author has a flat, commonplace style 
that makes no concessions to the ear, dis- 
dains all nuance of meaning, and makes 
little use of poetic imagery, Here is a typi- 
cal paragraph: 

“He came Sunday afternoons and stayed 
for a delicatessen supper. At five he and 

Margy went out to

But though Miss Smith’s writings has 
about as much felicity as a grocery list she 
feels deeply and she is able to communicate 
that feeling. The reader gets quickly in-- 
volved in the lives of Margy, her husband 
Frankie, their families and associates; so 
involved that he follows their struggles 
with the interest of one who has been ad- 
mitted to the circle of friendship. 

Her novel is also an informed commen- 
tary on the mores of the least privileged. 
Much of the tension in the lives of Margy 
and Frankie is caused by their respective 
families, neither of which approved their 
marriage. The objection was wholly eco- 
nomic, The child becomes a bread-winner 
early in life and if he marries the family 
income is reduced just that much. In 
Brooklyn, therefore, children are indeed 
the riches of the poor.

Suggestions for improving traf- major 


fic control in St. Louis county 
were offered the County Court 


last night at the first of a series 
of three public hearings on a pro- 
posed ordinance that would give 
the court authority over traffic in 
the unincorporated parts of the 
county. 

Presiding Judge Luman F. Mat- 
thews of the court conducted the 
informal hearing in the County 
Health Department’s auditorium, 
651 South Brentwood boulevard, 
Clayton. The other two meetings, 
scheduled for next Sept. 7 and 28, 
also will be held in the same au- 
ditorium. | 

The group of about 30 persons 
who showed up offered sugges-/ 
tions ranging from requests for 
individual stop signs at certain 
specific points to a blanket pro- 
posal that the speed limit between 
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the St. Louis city limits and Lind- 
bergh boulevard be held to 30 
miles an hour, Each suggestion 
“was received and taken under ad- 
visement by the court. 

The proposed ordinance, author- 
{zed the bill. passed by the Legis- 
lature at its last session, would 
zone the unincorporated parts of 
the county, traffic on which now 
is controlled by general state 
laws, according to density of pop- 
ulation, traffic hazards and exist- 
ing traffic loads of the highways. 
Maximum speed limits could be 
set within these zones, but not 
for the unincorporated parts of 
the county as a whole. 

Through highways would be 
designated by the court, which 
also would order ‘installation . of 
stop signs or electric control sig-| 
nals wherever needed, The meas- 
ure specifically states that no per- 
son shall drive at a rate of speed 
“so slow as to impede” reasonable 
flow of traffic. Hitchhikers would 
be prohibited from standing on 
the pavement of a roadway to s0- 
licit rides. - 

Violation of traffic regulations 
ordered by the court following 
the hearings would be a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a max- 
imum of a year’s imprisonment 
and a $1000 fine.

West cannily led his lowest 
heart instead of the ten-spot, fore- 
seeing that it might be wise to 
preserve the honor. East captured 
South’s blank queen and promptly 
shifted to the ace and three of 
clubs. West continued this good 
work by knocking out dummy’s 
last trump and now, as may be 
seen, the declarer was in quite a 
spot. He did his best by going to 
dummy with a diamond and re- 
turning a spade in the forlorn 
hope of setting up thé suit, but 
with no conspicuous success, Be- 
fore the smoke of battle had 
cleared, South was down five 
tricks for a 1400-point penalty. 

Discussing the deal, South point- 
ed out that he had had every rea- 
son to feel that the opponents 
would make their doubled three- 
heart contract, since he himself 
could count on supplying no tricks 
except perhaps a diamond ruff. 
This was more or less true—IT 
DID look from the South position 
as though the opponents would 
make their contract. Nevertheless 
and notwithstanding, South’s take- 
out of the double was éxtremely 
rash, There was no reason to ex- 
pect either club or spade support 
in the North hand, since North 
had bid diamonds and doubled 
hearts, and therefore a calamity 
was clearly in the offing for 
South, if he had to play the hand 
at such a high level. 

Actually, North-South could 
have defeated three hearts one 
trick; but even if they could not 
have done so, it would have been 
better to let the opponents go out 
to incur a 1400-point penalty.
